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Bikeshare has arrived! Starting July 7th, LA's first 
bike-share system launched its much anticipated pilot 
program with 65 stations around Downtown Los 
Angeles. The system offers transit fare integration, 
making it a component of, rather than a compliment to, 
transit. Riders will be able to use the same TAP cards they 
use on Metro buses and trains, and the 65 stations and 
1,000 bikes downtown will allow users to pick up and 
return the bikes wherever they ride. The program aims to 
expand to other LA County communities in 2017. Check 
out LA Times' bike-share FAQ and sign up for your 
monthly or annual pass here.
